Fea- 
ture material and advance copy 
is taken care of on this day. 

Friday, all efforts are rewarded 
when The Sentinel falls into the 
hands of 600 jaysee students. The 
great amount of time that has 
preceded the editing is obscured 
under the satisfaction garnered 
by reading stories written by 
your staff and yourself when the 
paper is just off the press. 

The insight into the many jobs 
‘of putting out a newspaper have 
just been enumerated because all 
of what has been mentioned is 
what Topper Arnett, your new 
editor-in-chief of The Panther 
Sentinel will be responsible for, 
as of Friday, February 7. 

If student co-operation and ac- 
tivity is as great for him.and 
the staff, as it has been for me, 
he also will feel, as I do now, 
that the tough job of being edi- 
tor is an honorable and satisfy- 
ing position.
